In connection with our investigation concerning the death 
of Martin Luther King, .Jr., there is set forth below the estimated 
cost to the Bureau tlirough the close of business October 1968. 


The total estimated cost is $1,287,635. .A peak of 3,075 
field agents was assigned to this case and 5,380 hours of unpaid over- 
time have been performed. Bureau and personally owned automobiles 
have been driven an estimated 477, 527 miles. 

My memorandum to you of 11/6/68, pointed out that the 
SAC at Memphis “itad requested authority to discontinue submission of 
monthly cost reports after the report for October had been submitted 
since subject James Earl Ray is in custody and there is very little, if 
any, investigation to be conducted. The General Investigative Division 
also recommended that cost records be discontinued and the Director 
concurred. Accordingly, this is the last cost memorandum which will 
be submitted in connection with this matter.
